L P A R K , W’yo. (U P L — Park 
officials said they were closely 
monitoring seismograph instru­ 
ments today because of two 
minor earthquakes centered in 
the northwest corner of Yellow- 
s.one National Park 
Assistant superintendent V er­ 
non Hennessay said the earth 
quakes, which occurred within 
nine 
hours 
of

other 
Sunday, were the second and 
third this month 
He said the 
quakes were felt in several 
areas of the park but caused no 
damage 
“ Ju st a few windows and 
nerves were rattled but that’s 
about 
all,” 
said 
Hennessay. 
“ We get tremors daily here in 
the park that are registered by 
instruments but not really felt 
by people ” 
The 
National 
Earthquake 
Information Center at Golden, 
Colo., said the tremors Sunday 
registered 4 5 and 4.3 on the 
Richter scale and both were 
centered in the Mammoth Hot 
Springs area near the Wyom ­ 
ing Montana border, about an 
hour’s drive from Old Faithful. 
Hennessay said the park was 
not on any specific fault but “ in 


an intense thermal area sim ilar 
to a volcano-tvpe area.” 


The official said a quake on 
Dec 6 measuring 5.0 prompted 
a slight change in the patterns 
of 
eruptions 
in 
the 
Norris 
Geyser area about 20 m iles 
south of Mammoth. 
He also 
said 
some 
of 
the 
streams 
became muddy. 


The last major earthquake in 
the park, Hennessay said, was 
in 1959 when more than a dozen 
persons 
were 
killed 
by 
a 


landslide which covered up a 
campground. 
“ The last big tremor in Ju ly , 
1975

tumble down on roads but no 
injuries or damage to facili­ 
ties,” he said.

The town streets take on a festive glow in the evening from the 
strands of colored lights. The feeling of goodwill is contagious 
and there is a nod and quick sm ile for those we meet. We drop 
our change in the Salvation Army Kettle. We notice dates for 
children’s Christm as parties at the Boy’s Club, the Elks, and 
other sponsored service clubs, during the holiday season. Rush­ 
ville enjoys the privilege of making Christm as a very special 
community affair. 
The one noticeable change during the years is on radio and 
TV. Radio no longer fills their program with Christmas music. 
Television on the other hand, is sponsoring more and more 
Christm as specials like the John Denver show in the Rockies, 
and Perry Como in Austria. We will soon see the Bing Crosby 
family show. There are more Christm as fantasies for children 
like P eter Pan, the Little D rum m er Boy, puppet shows, and 
cartoons such as “Frosty the Snow Man” and the “ Night Before 
C hristm as” to nam e a few. Our county has been TV addicted so 
this is a natural development. Many children and adults spend 
their evenings in front of the tube so to give them any inkling of 
Christm as, the message has to come from these special 
programs. 
My most vivid memory of Christm as is one that dates back to 
early childhood. Our town was small. Our school was small. The 
center of town was not a square or circle but a triangle board- 
ered by the post office and a hardw are store that had one of the 
largest Indian head collections in Indiana. Across was the bank, 
the school house hill, and a two story building. I believe there 
was a grocery below but the R edm an’s lodge above was used for 
community meetings, plays and musicals. It was similiar in size 
to our Melodeon Hall. There was always a large outdoor 
evergreen placed near the post office the week before Christmas 
but the big event was the Community Christm as party. Santa 
only cam e to town once and that was on Christm as Eve. The day 
before Christmas the largest bunchiest Scotch Pine tree to be 
found anywhere was placed in one corner of the room. It was 
freshly cut and brought in the fresh pine smell of tho fnroc) 
There was a white star on top and lights. 
Parents and children were invited and sometime during the 
day parents would mysteriously get one gift and one gift only 
under the tree for their child or children, so every child who 
came got a gift. In his pack Santa had extra toys in case a child 
was missed. The room was filled with evergreen boughs and 
lighted by large candles (a real fire hazard). There were group 
singing of carols and a little pageant by certain school children, 
then the jingle (sleigh bells as a rotund Santa arrived. He came 
with a “ Ho Ho Ho,” not with reindeers, but with elves. 
He would read off the name of the child inscribed on the gift 
and one of the elves would bring the gift to us plus a small net 
sock with an apple, orange, and some hard candy. We were one 
big family caught in the web of Christm as giving and the delight 
and suspense of waiting our chance to see Santa and have our 
name called. Then we clung to the feeling of this anticipation 
and thrilled when opening our one gift. Santa went on his merry 
way saying that if we had been good boys and girls, he would 
come to our home in the night. 
I cannot rem ember, but there were probably refreshm ents 
served of cookies and fruit punch. Santa was our big thrill. We 
had written him and he remembered. We had seen turn in 
person. He was real. He rem em bered us by name and every 
child clutched in his arm a gift that Santa had brought special 
from the North Pole.

There is no use for the hunters to put their heads in 
the sand and think that this anti sentiment doesn’t 
exist, because it does. And even the once-a-year 
hunter can have his once-a-year experience taken 
away from him. So the most im portant thing for the 
hunter and sportsman to do is make his hunting trip 
the most safest trip he has ever been on. It is most 
im perative that this be done. 
It should be a must that each and every hunter in 
this area, new hunters and old hunters, attend one of 
the hunter-safety program s held 
by local, con­ 
servation officers. The conservation officers in every 
county in the state conduct such sem inars. A simple 
call to the local.conservation officer in Rush Countv 
can give you information concerning where and when 
these program s are available. 
The importance of safe hunting is something that 
can be re-instilled in old hunters, and introduced to all 
new hunters. It will make that Christmas gift 
something that can really be enjoyed.

New Drugs for Better Health 


ALL THE WORLD’S A STAGE 


New and exciting drugs are 
being studied in laboratories all 
over the world. Many of them 
are still in experimental phases. 
Others are being supported with 
new evidence and are being 
critically evaluated by the 
Federal Drug Administration. 
When all safety factors have 
been established and side ef­ 
fects 
understood, 
doctors 
everywhere will include them in 
their therapy kit. 
A drug, minoxidil, holds great 
promise for the treatment of 
severely high blood pressure 
that has not responded to any of 
the other available forms of 
treatment. 
Another drug, bethankhne, is 
also being studied because of its 
capacity to rapidly decrease 
blood pressure. 
A drug, carbenoxokne, which 
is derived from licorice, seems 
to have a tendency to help in the 
healing of stomach ulcers. 
Prostaglandins, often men­ 
tioned in these columns, are 
being studied for their effect on 
asthma, ulcers, high blood 
pressure and a variety of other 
medical conditions. 
The BCG vaccine, once 
thought to be important in the 
cure of tuberculosis, now seems 
to play some role in protection 
against cancer. 
A whole array of drugs for the 
treatment of arthritis is under 
intensive study.

To celeb rate such a holy day 
with feasting and drinking as the E nglish did 
w as a sa c rile g e to this sev ere sect 


T h e ir V irg in ia n e ig h b o rs , still u n d e r 
A nglican influence and m ore w orldly in their 
outlook, enjoyed the season in the old E nglish 
m anor 
T he Yule log, a m idw inter ritual 
taken from the ancient D ruids, w as dragged 
into the house by slaves in ev ery southern 
m ansion 
On C hristm as m orn one m ight 
expect a fox hunt following a la rg e b reak fast. 
C hristm as d in n er w as at half-past th ree in the 
afternoon 
ft featured ro ast goose, plum 


pudding an d m ince pie and w as followed by 
hot toddies drunk with rounds of to asts to the 
ladies, the com ing year, and a s m any other 
things as the colonists could think up to drink 
to. 
After d in n er w as given o v er to the playing 
of gam es, kissing under the m istletoe, and the 
giving of g ifts to sw eeth earts, children and 
slaves The slaves aw aited the day a s eagerly 
as their m a s te rs for it m eant a day free from 
hard lab o r, p resen ts of new clothing and 
finery and the drinking of m eg lith ar, a con­ 
coction "of honey, spices and w ater ferm ented 
and supplied in abundance by the m aste r 
Betw een the two w ere the D utch who settled 
New A m sterd am . They too believed in a jolly 
holiday T hey lit the Yule Log, d ran k punch, 
ice sk ated and added som ething new that w as 
typically A m erican the ro astin g of a turkey 
for the m ain dish at their m eal. And they 
brought w ith them the singing of carols as 
well as th eir beloved Saint N icklaus who gave 
rise to our own Santa C laus 
In P ennsylvania the G erm an d issenters 
from the estab lish ed church c am e brought 
with them th e custom of the C h ristm as tree, 
given to them so tradition say s, by M artin 
L uther The story says th at L uther, walking 
through the woods at night and looking at the 
heavens d eclarin g the glory of the Lord, saw 
hundreds of s ta rs gleam ing 
through the 
ev erg reen s and recalled the w ords of the 
ancient ch ro n icler: “Then shall the trees of 
the woods sing out the p resen ce of the I » r d .” 
Wishing to p reserv e and 
sh a re this ex ­ 
perience w ith others, he w as said to have 
brought a tre e into his house on C hristm as 
E ve and filled it with lighted can d les In 1976 
the H essian soldiers at T renton set up such 
trees and celeb rated beneath them while 
G eorge W ashington and his m en crossed the 
D elaw are to su rp rise them as th eir revels 
ended 
A fter the revolution, se ttlers crossing the 


m ountains to the newly acq u ired te rrito ries 
brought along their old custom s. E ventually 
these blended, each taking new id eas from his 
neighbors. And to those old trad itio n s som e 
new ones w ere added by the F re n ch living 
th ere w hen they cam e. C h ristm as E ve w as 
celeb rated w ith a larg e feast featu rin g fancy 
cakes and candies brought to the children by 
“P ap p a N oel” and an evening of singing and 
dancing before attending a special C h ristm as 
M ass 
F irew o rk s w ere a special 
featu re 
added to the celebration by the F re n ch In the 
absence of the genuine thing, guns w ere fired 
to supply the n ecessary noise. P re sen ts, 
how ever w ere not a featu re of the day. These 
w ere not exchanged until New Y e a r’s D ay. On 
that day it w as the custom to go from house to 
h o u se e x c h a n g in g p r e s e n ts , k is s e s and 
general good will, singing and dancing a s they 
went 
The fro n tiersm en added the tu rk ey shoot 
and g am es of skill such as rid in g , shooting 
and w restlin g m atch es w ith th eir Indian 
neighbors as p art of the festiv ities 
The 
Indians in terp reted this im ported faith in 
their own g arb led fashion. Som e called it 
“ kissing d a y ,” others “ eating d a y ” and a few 
who m an ag ed to g rasp th at th ere w as som e 
religious significance attach ed to it called 
C h ristm as “ the Big S unday.” T he Indians 
w ere especially quick to g rasp the idea of the 
C hristm as tre e since they had w orshipped 
trees for generations. They called them 
“G ran d fa th er T re e s” and thought such trees 
had “ big m ed icin e.” A gift placed on the 
G ran d fa th er T ree would absolve them from 
the guilt of th eir m isdeeds during the y ear 
P re se n ts in pioneer hom es w ere ap t to be 
sim ple ones-a p air of m itten s or w arm wool 
socks k nitted by g ran d m o th er, a doll m ad e of 
rag s, corncobs or other sim ple m a te ria ls with 
a 
dried 
potato or 
apple 
head 
lovingly 
fashioned by m other, wooden six-shooters or 
soldiers c arv ed by a doting g ra n d p a -along 
with candy and nuts, and if one w ere very 
lucky p e rh a p s an o range The trim m in g s on 
the tree w ere hom e m ade as w ell. S trings of 
popcorn and c ran b erries, flow ers m ad e from 
frig h t sc ra p s, sta rs fashioned from bits of tin, 
ribbons from som e worn out" d re ss, ^ind 
colored b ead s left over from the Indian trad e 
m ade sm all eyes dance 


As la te r generations w ere apt to say "th e re 
are no ath e ists in foxholes” so th e P ioneers 
m ight h av e said, “ th ere a re no E benezer 
Scrooges in the log cabins of the fro n tier ” 
C hristm as, w hatever stran g e blend of happy 
and holy it m ight be, w as a very special day. 
It provided a m uch needed break in the hard 
daily lab o r th at w as necessary ju st for su r­ 
vival 
It g av e tim e for visiting to those 
sta rv ed for the sight of friends and the gossip 
betw een those sta rv ed for new s how ever 
trivial 
It offered fancy tidbits of foods to 
palates dulled wtih the daily ration of hog and 
hom iny and m ost of all it w as a storehouse of 
m em ories and m orale to lie draw n upon in the 
h ard w inter day s yet to com e

Kirchoff also feels th a t C hristm as songs 
have been ru in ed : “ It se em s that no one w as 
satisfied w ith “ Silent N ig h t.”

Of co u rse the adults notice that th e re is 
a different S an ta in every shopping c e n te r, 
but they d o n ’t believe in S anta C laus so they 
see through the com m ercialism 
“S a n ta ” is

This 
celeb ratio n is extended to the New Y ear 
holiday which is sym bolic of a new beginning 
a s the birth of our Savior w as a new begin­ 
ning This very special holiday season is a 
tim e for your fam ily to get together and be 
close at hom e w ith friends and to give not just 
tan g ib le gifts, like p resen ts but also in­ 
tan g ib le things such as love, caring and 
sh a rin g 


W ith a sa rc a stic tone he continues, “ M erry

The act not only g u aran tees equality for

The untouchables are the lowest of the

P rim e M inister Indira G andhi, like bet 
late fa th e r Ja w a h a rla l N ehru and M ohandas 
G andhi, h as also denounced the practice of 
untouchability from tim e to tim e. 
But d esp ite all this, untouchability has 
failed to die in the countryside.

UPI Sports W riter 
The Pittsburgh Steelers were 
such a destructive force on the 
football field Sunday they sent 
the fans home early — and 
thereby ended up saving the 
lives of hundreds of people.

Steelers, 
methodically 
m arching toward a record third 
straight 
Super 
Bowl 
title, 
crushed the Baltim ore Colts, 40- 
14, in an A m erican Football 
Conference sem ifinal and, for­ 
tunately, sent people heading 
for the exits well before the end 
of the contest. 


Because the stadium em ptied 
early a m ajor tragedy 
was 
averted when a sm all engine 
Cherokee plane, piloted by 33- 
year-old Don Kroner of Bal­ 
tim ore, crashed into the upper 
deck of B altim ore’s Memorial 
Stadium about IO m inutes after 
the gam e had ended. Police 
said that if the gam e had been 
close th e re would still have 
been m any people in the stands 


and 
that 
several 
of 
them 
probably 
would 
have 
been 
killed. 
“ If it had been a close gam e 
there would have been people 
up there and they would have 
been 
falling 
out 
of 
the 
stadium ,” said M aryland Gov. 
Marvin Mandel, who attended 
the contest and inspected the 
accident site.

injuries 
reported to spectators, but two 
policemen were struck by part 
of the plane’s wingtip and were 
injured. Kroner was hospital­ 
ized with cuts and bruises and 
was reported in fair conditition. 
The gam e was supposed to 
have been a closely-contested 
affair, but the Steelers dom inat­ 
ed it from the opening whistle. 
Terry Bradshaw, injured for 
much of the regular season, 
saw a weakness in the Colts’ 
secondar affair, but the Steel­

thing as a bad kid. He should 
know. 
Yellig has been Santa Claus 
to a million kids and a few 
grandm as along the way, and 
he’s still going strong at the 
age of 82. Yellig is the official 
Santa Claus of Santa Claus, 
Ind., and has portrayed the 
Yuietime symbol since 1915. 
“ I’m now wearing my fourth 
pair of pants,” the chipper 
Yellig said. “ The right knee 
wears out but I never do, at 
least until I take off the suit.” 
Yellig’s philosophy is simple, 
and it apparently pays off with 
smiling children. “ You don’t 
tell a kid he’s bad,” Yellig said. 
“ You tell him his name is in 
my book.” 
Yellig sm iles all the time and 
it’s contagious. “ If you get a 
little child who starts crying, it 
could spread to others. You get 
them all sm iling.” 
It was in 1915 that Yellig first 
portrayed the jovial St. Nick 
Stationed aboard a U.S. ship in 
New 
York 
Harbor, 
Yellig’s 
fellow 
crewmembers 
called 
upon him to play Santa at a 
party for underpriviledged chil­ 
dren After all, he cam e from 
Santa Claus, Ind. 
After a 
brief stay in the 
Chicago area following the war, 
Yellig returned to this southern 


Indiana community, opened a 
restaurant and continued his St 
Nick career. 
Things have changed over the 
years, mainly in the type and

available. 
“ In 
those 
early 
days, 
I 
remember little boys wanting 
only a shovel and ham m er,” he 
said. “ A girl would want an 
apron, dishes and a doll.” 
“ There’s been such a tremen­ 
dous change,” Yellig said. “ The 
little fellows want CBs, walkie 
talkies and 
mini-bikes these 
days.” 


“ A little boy will never ask 
for a girl’s toy, but the girls 
are beginning to want things 
the boys usually ask for,” he 
said. “ The girls are beginning 
to want electric trains, radio­ 
operated cars and tape recor­ 
ders." 


“ I have all the faith and hope 
in our young children," Yellig 
said. “ They’re so alert and up 
with the continuing changes we 
live in.”
